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A Recycled “New One”

The Republic of South Sudan, on the air as STOR at the time this is being written, is the newest addition to 
the DXCC list of entities. It’s not “new” as in “first time new” like Scarborough Reef was (BS — what an ap- 
propriate prefix! But that is for another edition of the Bulletin.) but a “new one” nevertheless. One that 


we all need to maintain our positions in the QST magazine annual DXCC standings and in K6AM’s “Top 10” 
list. 


| first wrote speculatively about the “new” ST@ in the March 2011 edition of the SDDXC Bulletin. But now that ST@ is offi- 
cially a “new one”, | decided to revisit the subject from a different perspective. 


The emergence of a “New One” is a relatively rare event and it typically interests me enough so that | do some research on 
the history of ham radio in the new entity. At first, Sudan did not strike me as a very interesting place. Like many of us, my 
recollections of Sudan were based almost totally on a terrible conflict that centered on the Darfur region beginning in Febru- 
ary 2003.

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On December 19, 1955, the Sudanese parliament adopted a declaration of independence and on January 1, 1956, Sudan 
became an independent republic. South Sudan became part of the Republic of the Sudan when independence was 
achieved. 


Starting in 1956, Sudan was activated by a short list of Sudanese op- 

erators, most prominently by Dr. Sid Ahmed Ibrahim, ST2SA. Most of ime 

the activity was by guest operators, including those working for hu- 

manitarian projects and United Nations programs. The DXCC Coun- A 
tries List published in the January 1956 edition of QST lists ST as 


“Anglo-Egyptian Sudan”. My 1962 edition of the “Foreign Radio Ama- ros 
teur Callbook” lists ST2 as Sudan, but there are no call signs listed. rURT SUDAN 


In 1972, the Southern Sudan Autonomous Region was formed and in Welcome so veda 

May, Southern Sudan (ST@) became a DXCC entity. A Second Suda- And Wik Gems 
nese Civil War originated in Southern Sudan in 1983. The war ended 

with the signing of a peace agreement in January 2005 that created 


the Autonomous Government of Southern Sudan. 


On March 12, 1998, the ARRL Membership Services Committee announced that both the ARRL DXAC and Awards Commit- 
tee voted to delete Southern Sudan, ST@ from the DXCC list. Southern Sudan was therefore deleted from the DXCC list ef- 
fective April 01, 1998 and only contacts made between May 7, 1972 and December 31, 1994 would count for this entity. 
Here is the text of the ARRL statement: 


“While the status in Southern Sudan changed in 1983, QSOs made before January 1, 1995 will count for the deleted 
entity. There are two reasons for that. First, there have been accredited operations since 1983, and that raises a fair- 
ness issue. Second, the DXCC Desk has processed cards from those operations-many of them onto paper records. 
Because each ST@ credit would have to be individually checked, it would be very costly to the League in terms of 
time and money to search and remove post 1983 ST@ QSOs from the records. In fact, it might not be possible to do 
the job completely and accurately.” 


There were numerous operations from the earlier South Sudan. A sampling of cards from my own collection are pictured 


below. They all now go into the “Deleted Country” file. See you in the pileups!
